Ratify A-Treaty 
Quickly: Rogers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — S e c ­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
urged the Senate today to ratify 
promptly the nuclear nonproli­ 
feration treaty to prevent “ the 
aw esom e insecurity that could 
result from the spread of nu­ 
clear weapons.” 


“There is no effort of greater 
■mportance than the endeavor 
to prevent such an eventuality,” 
Rogers told the Senate Foreign 
Relations C om m ittee rn a brief 
statem ent as the first witness at 
hearings on the pact.

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Taxing The Rich 


Congress’ House Ways and Means Committee 
starts hearings today on proposal for the first 
comprehensive revision of tile federal tax struc­ 
ture in lo years. 
H ie reform is needed. Tt will be difficult to 
accomplish. The Nixon Administration has en­ 
dorsed change. It aims to do two things: 
1. Make the tax more equitable (fair). 
2. Increase tax income. 
The proposed reform isn’t going to go to th J 
roots of taxation and concern itself with the 
philosophy underlying taxes. Tt’s going, at best, 
to simply fiddle with the method by which we 
now levy income and estate taxes. 
+ 
+ 
+ 
Even this lesser approach could be v e r y 
helpful and. indeed, it might be the better ap­ 
proach at this time because a deep look into tile 
reason for taxes might get lost in debate and 
achieve nothing. 
President Nixon gave tax reform his bless­ 
ing after release of the Johnson Treasury De­ 
partment tax study report. President Johnson’s 
Treasury Secretary Joseph W. Barr said that 
unless something is done alxjut federal taxes 
there is danger of a “middle class taxpayers’ re­ 
volt.” 
This is the majority of Americans, whose 
main source of income is wages and salaries 
which are fully taxable with only limited exemp­ 
tion. This is the group that pays most of our 
federal taxes and it is irate that some rick per­ 
sons are paving very little taxes or no taxes at 
all. 
*

+ 
ll is being proposed that the rich with large 
Income — even though it is not taxable under 
our present tax system localise it is tax exempt 
— pay sometfling anyway under a revised form­ 
ula of taxation. 
This would presumably please everyone ex­ 
cept the rich who are affected by the change. 
There are not many such persons; Barr report­ 
ed that in I Oft? there were I 
“extreme eases” 
of citizens with adjusted gross incomes of over 
$200,000 a year — 21 had over a million — who 
paid no federal income tax. 
There seems to l>e a belief that if the rich 
could be hooked with the tax, too, that it would 
be possible to ease the tax burden on the other 
taxpayers. This isn’t so. although Congress has 
created a lather general impression that it •* 
so. Tax changes that would spare millions of 
low income families from $3R to 
a year in 
federal taxes would offset levies of as much as 
several hundred thousand dollars each on the tax 
bills of some 10,000 wealthy persons who now 
escape taxation completely or in part.

The Treasury’s proposed tax reform package 
would bring in only $3 billion extra with no pro­ 
visions for reduction of taxes for the jxior and 
half of this would la* from elimination of deduc­ 
tions for charitable contributions — a thing that 
Congress is not at all likely to accept. In other 
words the changes to make all the rich pay some 
taxes would bring in only alxnit $1 billion. 
This shouldn’t halt reform; it will serve 
equity even if it doesn’t help greatly with in­ 
come.

Snacks For Health 


Nibbling all day may keep (be heart, doctor 
away. 
As reported in the British medical journal, 
lancet, 1.133 men aged 60 to 61 wore examined 
for symptoms of coronary heart disease at the 
Institute of Human Nutrition in Prague. Dieti­ 
tians also established the nature of their meal 
patterns. 
It was found that more titan 30 per cent of 
the men who took three or fewer meals a day had 
coronary disease against less than 20 per cent 
of those eating a daily diet of five or more meals. 
’Those eating four meals a day were in between 
with an incidence of 21 per cent. 
The Czech doctors did not offer an explana­ 
tion for these differences, but studies in the 
United States have shown that cholesterol levels 
are higher in animals that are given large meals 
over long intervals than in those allowed to nibble 
at will. A high cholesterol level is known to be 
a factor in heart disease risk. 


Fantastic ll Years 


Unremembered by just about everybody, 
America’s first satellite, Explorer I, passed its 
l i t h Anniversary in space the other day. It may 
be its last. 
The Ko-inrli, 30.8-pound cylinder has com­ 
pleted 60,000 revolutions of the earth since it 
was launched Jan. 31, 1958. Its orbit is becom­ 
ing more circular with the low point dipping 
closer to earth. 
Originally, Explorer I was expected to have 
a lifetime of only about five years. Now, tra­ 
jectory experts at the NASA-Marshall Space 
Flight Center, where the Jupitcr-C rocket that 
launched the satellite was developed, say it is 
likely to reenter the earth’s atmosphere and 
bum up late this year.

David O. Farrand of Escan­ 
aba.

specialist for the Upper Pen­ 
insula Committee on Area Pro­ 
gress. said Monday that he sees 
continued gains ahead in indus­ 
trial development for the Up­ 
per Peninsula.

Hotel, Farrand said more and 
more 
firms 
are 
looking 
to 
areas like the Upper Peninsula 
to solve some of the problems 
they have encountered in met­ 
ropolitan situations. 
One big advantage to industry 
locating in the Upper Peninsula 
is tile people themselves, Far­ 
rand said. 
“ There is less job absenteeism 
in the Upper Peninsula than in 
the cities,” Farrand said, point­ 
ing out that firms in the cities 
often have to hire two or three 
times as many employes to do 
the job because of high absen­ 
tee rates. 
Farrand. who joined UPC AF’ 
in 1964, said that he has suc­ 
cessfully completed a total of 
33 projects in the Upper Pen­ 


insula. These industries, he said, 
employ close to TOO people and 
mean $6-7 million annually to 
the U.P. 
Industrial 
development, 
he 
said, isn't something lhat can 
be learned from a textbook. In 
fact, 
he 
continued, 
only 
one 
college in the United States — 
the University of Oklahoma — 
ha" a course in industrial de­ 
velopment. 
Instead of from textboks, in­ 
dustrial development techniques 
have to be developed through 
experience. Most of the ideas 
for 
industrial 
development, 
Farrand added, come from in­ 
dividuals. 
A man may have an idea, but 
needs 
help 
to 
implement 
it, 
Farrand said, and that’s where 
U PC A P comes in. 
Feasibility studies are insti­ 
tuted and if an “ idea” seems to 
be sound, methods of financing 
arc explored. 
“ U P C A P is here to provide

vices desired,” Farrand said. “ If 
we don’t have it, we go out- i 
side for help.”
